In the Court of Appeal in Southern Ireland 
vesterday, befote Lord Justice Ronan, Lord 
Justice O'Connor, and Mr. Justice Pim, the 
hearing was resumed of the case of the King 
(Johnstone) v. the. . Officer Commanding 
Arderevon House Barracks, and which con- 
cerned the detention by the national military 
authorities of two ladies. 

The hearing had been postponed from Mon- 
day last, when the point was argued whether 
an appeal lay from the order of the King’s 
Bench Division refusing a writ of Aabeas 
corpus on behalf of Mrs. Johnstone and her 
daughter, ot Loughveagh Howse, Churchill, 
Letterkenny. é 

Mr. Hugh Kennédy, K.C., Government Law 
Officer, had contended that the charge against 
Mrs, Johustone of possessing bombs, rifle 
ammunition, and a motor car, and against 
Miss Johnstone of having had a revolyer, 
were criminal charges, and consequently there 
was no right of appeal. 

Mr, Serjeant Hanna, for the appellants, 
having submitted that the possession of mili- 
tary ordnance did not constitute a criminal 
matter within the meaning of the rule of the 
High Court, the Court of hopes at the hear- 
ing on Monday made no rule on the pre- 
hminary point as to jurisdiction, withholding 
a decision on that question until the whole 
case had been presented. 

The appellants are detained in Buferana 
Barracks, and when the case was last before 
the Court Mr Kennedy, K.C., stated that it 
was the intention to bring them before a mili- 
tary court. 

Counsel for the appellants (Mrs. Johnstone 
and Miss Georgie Johnstone)—My. Serjeant 
Hanna, Mr. P» Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Philip 
Smith (instructed by Mr. J. H. Dixon). For 
the respondent—Mr, Hugh Kennedy, K.C.; 
Mr. J. Sullivan, K.C., and Mr. J. O'Byrne 
(instructed by Mr. M. A. Corrigan, Chief 
State Solicitor). 

When the Court opened Mr. Sullivan, K.C., 
said that Mr. Kennedy, Law Adviser to the 
Provisional Government, liad been called away 
to London on business, and he had asked him 
to apply for an adjournment. 

Lord Justice Ronan—Until when? 

Mr. Sullivan, K.C.—Until at least Friday,

would have to retuse the application for the 
adjournment. Habeas corpus was supposed to 
be a prompt remedy, and there should be no 
delay.

Behind the discovery of an attractive- 
looking twenty years old girl found bound to 
a bed in a house at No. 2 Denmark street, 
Soho, London, on Tuesday night is the story 
of a remarkable robbery perpetrated, it is 
suggested, by two women for whom the police 
are now searching.

It is 
true that the Allies have promised to 
restore Constantinople to the Turks, just 
as they have promised to restore Cologne 
to the Germans ; but what would the French 
say if the Germans should insist on the 
disbandment of the Allied military police 
in Cologne? Every inch which the Allies 
yield at Constantinople will encourage the 
Turks to stiffen their attitude at 
Lausanne ; and, if the British Government 
allows the ‘process of concession to go much 
further, the Turks will solve the problem 
of the Straits in a very simple way.

If they enjoy social, 
political, intellectual, educational, hygienic, 
financia] and religious equality, there: are 
sure to be a dozen other matters in respect 
to which one has the advantage. There is 
only one kind of equality that every en- 
lightened democracy struggles to establish, 
and that is equality of opportunity. That, 
truly enough, is the one kind of equality 
that the Socialist and the Bolshevik will 
not tolerate; but, if we really are march- 
ing towards these freakish conceptions of 
an ideal society, it does not follow that 
we are moving away from equality. The 
equality of opportunity we call liberty ; 
but there is also possible an equality of 
restraint which the Socialist and Bolshevik 
call Communism. If equality were really 
desirable per se,.we should be forced. to 
concede the superiority of their methods ; 
for, while restraint tends to preserve 
equality, opportunity quickly destroys it. 
Tt is natural, therefore—though seemingly 
a paradox—that in an intensely capitalistic 
country like the United States, where 
equality of opportunity is greatest, 
restraint should be most unequally 
applied. :

This height was reached at the second 
attempt, and a third -attempt was 
abandoned, as the season was far gone 
and dangerous avalanches had begun to 
fall. Mr. Mallory believes that it will 
be possible “next time” to reach the 
summit without oxygen. None will contra 
dict him; for throughout the records of 
the human race there has been always a 
next time, and still a next, until the 
object is achieved.

CONCRETE ROAD EXPERIMENT 
IN DUBLIN.

The Dublin Port and Docks Board has ap- 

roved the Engineer's proposal, in view of the 

igh prices demanded for setts and the delay 
in obtaining them, to lay down an exper!- 
mental section of about 400 square yards in 
reinforced concrete at a point where the re- 
construction of a portion of the roadway is 
rendered necessary. 

In the Roadmaker, two examples of the 
durability of reinforced concrete road con- 
struction are given. Foregate street, 
Chester, was’ reconstructed in 1919 as a coim. 
plete concrete road, reinforced with B.R.C. 
tabric. Although the daily traffic which it 
carries is estimated at between 3,000 and 
4,000 tons, the cost of maintenance to date 
has only been that-of tar-spraying. This, de- 
spite the fact that the durability of the road 
was prejudiced by the existence of well-worn 
tram tracks, which were not reconstructed 
with the road, and which consequently have 
in some places sunk below the surface level. 
Recently workmen were employed to chip the 
concrete from the sides of the tram rails, a 
task of much difficulty, as the traffic had not 
damaged even these exposed edges. Similar 
conditions of excellent surface wear exist in 
the main road between Totnes and Pak gnton, 
where a length of one hundred yards was con- 
structed three years ago with teinforced con- 
crete.

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IRISH ELECTRICAL 
INDUSTRIES, 
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An important, meeting of the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers was held in the Physical 
Laboratory, Trinity College, on Friday night 
last, Mr. E. C. Handoock, M.1.k.b., presid- 
ing, when Professor W. J. Lyons, Head- 
master, Municipal Technical Institute, Dublin, 
delivered an interesting and suggestive ad- 
dress. 

The Secretary read letters of apology for 
non-attendance, amongst others, from Sir Joho 
Griffith, Mr. O’Hegarty, Secretary, General 
Post Office, and from the Postmaster-General, 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, who urged that lectures on 
the subject cannot be given too frequently, 
and that the Irish electrical industry. is a 
national necessity, if we are to be in the 
vanguard of progress. 

In his address Professor Lyons said that 
what he had in mind was the possible de- 
velopment in Ireland of electrical industries 
in view of the general changes which were 
occurring. He was not referring at the 
moment to big water power or any high 
power schemes. He was solcly concerned 
with the practical possibilities of initiating 
and a in Ireland—immediately— 
electrical industries associated with the manu 
facture and repair of electrical gear and 
apparatus and of the repair of same and of 
the assembling of component parts. 

We were passing through an important 
period of transition, in the course of which 
attention should be paid to the issues arising 
from the transfer to Irish management of 
such Government services as postal telegraphs 
and telephones—of the army—of coastal 
rotection, and others. In the immediate 
uture we had also coming along wireless 
services. The requirements in the matter of 
technical gear and apparetus, and of repairs 
in connection with such services, were rela- 
tively large, and, apart from the general re- 
quirements of the public, should invite con- 


trical industries. 


WIRELESS. 

With particular reference to the question of 
wireless, Profeesor Lyons said its development 
was regarded by many as about to provide an 
El Dorado. Apart from the ordinary wire- 
less services what was known as “ broadcast- 
ing” was expected to provide for all music 
and for many money. The subject was sc 
difficult that in America in their usual haste 
they made a muddle of it. In England 
months and months have been spent in arriv- 
ng at a satisfactory decision, and in France, 
Belgium, and Germany the authorities 
were cautiously waiting to see what 
others were about to do. Several 
technical and commercial issues were involved, 
but we in Ireland must not ignore the possible 
commercial benefits likely to arise from wire- 
less development here. 
The wireless services to be supplied in Ire- 
land would, apart from “ casting,’’ in- 
clude those associated with the army and 
police, and with the General Post Office. In 
the case of the latter it was important to note 
the tendency at present to arrange for the in- 
terworking of wireless and seen an telegraphy 
services. Long-distance wireless telegraphic 
and telephonic communication, as and when 
effected, is noticed in the Press, and stirs the 
imagination, but commercially it would seem 
that wireless services will be found most effi- 
cient over limited ranges, working in conjune- 
tion with cables, and thus securing a full high- 
speed traffic over the twenty-four hours. 
Ireland is the terminus of most of the im- 
ee cables from the American continent to 

urope, and its importance as such in the 
matter of inter-Continental communication is 
very great. This importance Professor Lyons 
found recognised in the course of a recent ex- 
tended tour in Europe, more than he had 
found it appreciated at home. 


SUPPLY OF APPARATUS. 
In considering the question of the supply of 
apparatus and of general gear for Ireland in 
connection with wireless and ordinary tele- 
graphic and telephonic services, and farther 
in the matter of electrical supplies required, 
apart from the Government ces, Professor 
Lyons urged the desirability of our manufac- 
turing, assembling, and repairing as far as 
practicable in Irelan He had pleasure in 


sideration from parties interested in the elec-

being informed that quite recently the Irish 
Post Office had arranged on a very efficient 
scale for the repairs, and in om the manufac- 
ture, in Dublin of telegraph and telephone 
gear. We must recognise our obvious limita- 
tions. The idea of our manufacturing all sup- 
plies, of our attemipting such a proposition as 
the building of, say, a 60,000 k.w. generator 
was, of course, absurd; but we must also re- 
cognise the possibilities, or rather what it is 
practicable to do on a sound commercial basis, 


SKILLED LABOUR. 

The difficulty of securing skilled labour need 
not be urged too much. In the construction 
of that most complex of _ electrical 
systems—the automatic telephone exchange— 
for a large number of subscribers, Professor 
Lyons found recently that the assembling 
and making of parts was done entirely by 
girls, who became efficient after a very short 
time. Experience has proved that in the 
matter of such craft work the Irish workers 
were entirely good. The question of the busi- 
ness organisation was more serious, and the 
question of the capital required came next, 


ONE FINANCIAL GROUP. 
In connection with Government supplies, it 


might be suggested that for wireless and 
other such services a Government = 
t 


artment be established to manufacture. 
ies been found by experience that such a 
solution is not the best. Another alternative 
would be to allow to some particular firm cr 
firms from outside a monopoly to handle all 
contracts over a period of years. On many 
zrounds such a solution in the case of Ire- 
fand can be set aside. The Government may 
otherwise contract direct with one or more 
firms outside Ireland or indirectly contract 
with euch outside firms through firms acting 
simply as factors or agents in Ireland. The 
lecturer, after a careful analysis of the alter- 
natives, led up to the main suggestion that 
the best solution—in view of the general, 
together with the Government, requirements 
in Ireland of electrical supplies involving but 
a moderate turnover—was the formation of 
ene financial group to control and direct the 
several necessary industrial activities.

SMALL BEGINNINGS.

Let them start in a small way, 
and build themselves up, and all the skill and 
all the technical knowledge would come to 
them, and they would have manufacturers 
flocking from outside, trying to sell raw 
material to them. 

Mr. A. E. Porte, who seconded the motion, 
agreed that a great deal of repair work could 
be carried out in Ireland without necessarily 
launching out on a big manufacturing under 
taking. Undertakings that were run in Ire. 
land for a hundred years had ceased to exist, 
and the only way to avoid such a thing hap 
pening again in these small undertakings was 
to make sure that they had some sort oí 
guarantee from the Government, leaving out 
siders out altogether. The manufacture oi 
mm apparatus in Ireland was, to his mind, 
childishly simple. The Irish people were just

SIR CRAWFORD M‘CULLAGH AND 
EXTRAVAGANT PRICES. 

Sir Crawford M‘Oullagh, Chairman of the 
Housing Committee of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion in a aan , says:—Mr. Wilson mentions 
that. nine o tenders were below the eur- 
veyor’s estimate, but he ignores the fact that 
the tenders referred to were based upon 
wages at 40s. week, and that a sum of 
about £8 per se has to be added to the 
tender price on account of the fact that the 
Corporation are required by the terms of the 
afrangement made the Minister of Laboar 
to pay 46s. per week in order to obtain the 
benefit of the unemployment grant. This sum 
added to three of the tenders makes them in 
excess of the surveyor’s estimate, thereby re- 
ducing the excess tenders to 6. A substantial 
part of the contract was given to the lowest 
tenderer, who immediately afterwards with- 
drew his tender. The same portion of 
contract was then given to the second lowest 
tenderers, and after some delay they likewise 
withdrew their tender. The third lowest ten- 
ilerer received as much of the contract as he 
apparently was prepared to take. The fourth 
tenderer received the whole of the contract 
for Donegall road, and the difference between 
the surveyor’s estimate and the prices of the 
fifth and sixth tenderers, with the £8 referred 
to added on, is £7 and £4 10s., respectively, 
or an average difference of £5 15s., which, 
applied to 100 houses, works out at a total 
difference between the prices tendered and 
the surveyor’s estimate of £576. He also 
pointe out that the City Surveyor is not a 
contractor. He only gave an estimate, and 
has undertaken to build the houses as cheaply 
ia any contractor. I am forced to add, con- 
cludes Sir Crawford M‘Oullagh, that I cannot 
congratulate the Builders’ Association on the 
assistance they have given the Corporation in 
solving the pressing and difficult problem of 
housing. Had it not been for the extra rt 
prices put forward when the subject was firs! 
under consideration the services of the City 
Rurveyor would never have been roquisitioned 
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hy the committee.
